Political and economic problems press 


closer, along with our national war problems. 
Generally speaking, (he same people are 
active in the administration at Washington 
that were in power before the last election, 
with the same ideas. The war 
naturally 


dominates everything, but inlcrest in post- 
war prospects, in jobs, in the fate of Ameri- 
can capitalism, are not far behind. 


And there is nothing modest about many 


of the leaders engaged in the ambitious effort 
to create what they regard as a more or- 
derly, fair and comfortable world. Frank 
demands arc made for "full employment" 
and "sixty million jobs" for the fighting men 
to come home to, when Hie great wars are 
won. "Bills of rights" are hammered out 
that would have astonished the founders of 
our republic. Millions of Americans are in- 
clined to support changes which at least skirt 
the edges of national socialism. 


Thus Americans may find themselves fight- 


ing not only two wars,- but two ideologies — 
which in themselves represent a sort of war- 
fare. We . Americans do such things peacea- 
bly, hut there may be extensive changes in 
our own systems of life, work and govern- 
ment before things settle down again. 


HISTORY REPEATS 


The conference of the Big Three powers, 


Britain and Russia anil the United States, at 
some undcsignalcd place,' is historic atid dra- 
matic. 11 comes at what seems to be a turn- 
ing point in the greatest of all wars. Both 
"practical men" and "history-minded men" 
can see in this meeting, or think they can 
see, the beginning of the end of the present 
struggle. 


It recalls the famous meeting of Octavius 


Caesar, Lepidus and Antony after the death 
of Julius Caesar 2.000 years ago. to form 
plans for operating the world. Their conclu- 
sions were based partly on patriotism, no 
doubt, but mainly on a craving for power. 
And it ended, after a short lime, in the be- 
ginning of a scries of dictatorships that 
lasted for ages. 


Nothing like that is wanted, or will ^bc 


tolerated, in (his case. But there may be 
delays and difficulties before the triumvirate 
of Roosevelt, Churchill and Slalin gets our 
present world problems .straightened out, 
and this far greater world operating again 
as a smoothly going concern.

Heartburn is such a common or harmless symp- 


tom that little thought is siven to it. yet it can be 
very upsetting at times and interfere with our work 
or comfort. Heartburn (pyrosis) dors not seem to 
be caused by any serious or organic derangement 
of the stomach or digestive system ;is ii is found 
where ulcer or cancer arc present or not present. 


In "Gastroentcrology" (stomach and intestine), 


Dr. Walter Alvarez, wno has done so much original 
work on stomach and intestines, states that after 
questioning lif persons with heartburn he found 
tllr sensation usually begins under the lower end of 
the breastbone and sometimes runs up as far as the 
throat. It has a tendency to comr in spells but 
there is no definite cause that can be discovered 
as the immediate or e.\citing cause of the heart- 
burn. At least 17 of the imicnts hail or had had 
ulcer but. curiously, when the ulcer was active and 
they had hunger |«in. they had no heartburn. 
Heredity is Sony-times a factor. Apparently the 
condition of the lining of ihe wfophngus may "cause 
foods to bring on an attack of heartburn. If ihis 
lining is normnl. even if vomiting or bclchinR «- 
curs from stomach or liver condition?, heartbu;
